On Sunday afternoon the bill poster came to tea
mo, frightened to death. I did not care to talk
to lit ui. but ho begged me to listen to him. II
saidt "Mr.De Vivo, you are going to have the
biggest business that any concert company
ewr lias done here elnca yon wers herewith
I'arcpa Itoia, seven sears ago. If ynu do not
put out any paper ynu will kill my business, for
the reason that all the managers here, nnd th
commercial people, aa soon as they see your big
buslnes, ami no paper on t he boards nnd on the
walls, will not post any morn paper, nnd
will spend that money advertising In the
papers. I'leaaa, I beg of you. to post some paper
and save mo from ruin. And now I will tell
ynu what I w ill do for you at my own expense,
.lust opposite Plait's Hall, In Montgomery
street, tht.ro Is building the Nevada Uank.and
1 Iihib n big board there, 75 feet long and 85
fret high. I will give It to ynu free of charge
for tho entire season and paint on itwhatover
advertisement you give me If sou gltemesotno
paper to post."

Of course. I pitted the fellow nnd acoepted
hl generous oiler. I gave him only 100 threo-she-

posters, which I changed every other
week, and after six weeks 1 gave him a 50 bill,
for which he thanked mu very much. So I got
the best of him. having given him a lesson that
he never got over. And this was not the first
lesson that I had given to the bill posters.

At the first concert De Murka created a sen-
sation. After singing the "Carnlvalof Vonlce"
she was furiously applauded, with bravos nil
over the hall and six calls. In tho seiond part of
tho programme she sang the rondo finale nf " I,a
Honimmbula" and thetluonf "KllxIrd'Arnore"
with Muncusl, receiving another thunder nf ap.
Slauso anil several calls. Mme. Orreno,

and Muncusl had their share, of suc-
cess. The press was unanimous In stating that
she was wonderful, phenomenal, and the great-
est cantatrice that ever visited California.

Tho exoltement was such that 1 gavothoro
nine concerts, three matinees, one oratorio (the,
"Creation"), and four .Sunday concerts at the
California Theatre at $1.60. SI, nnd 60 cents,
crowding tbe houso from orchestra to gallery.
1 gavo tho oratorio with a vocal society, with
whom 1 played on sharing terms, viz., I took
the first $1,000 of the gross receipts, and after
that 40 percent. 'I be house was (2,700. We
cleared there oter $18,000.

Generally tho supporting artlstaot a great star,
when they see full or crowded bouses, think that
they draw tbe big audiences because they re-
ceive great applause. According to my long
experience they do not draw 10 per cent, of the
audience. In Chicago In 1870. when I played
Pnrepa Kosa In English opera at the Crosby
Opera House, 1 was coming out from tbe theatre
and I met outside William Castle and Shery
Campbell, who were great favorites of the pub-
lic, looking at the billboard nnd laughing. I
Imagined, and It was true, that they laughed on
account of the name of i'arepa, which was In
largo type, occupying the apace of tbe first sheet,
while their names were on tbe tblrd sheet In
type, thrto Inches high.

"I am sure." I said, "why yon are laughing."
"Yes," they said, "we laugh nt the l'arepa'a

name occupying one sheet, and all our names In
tmall type occupying the third sheet."

"Look here!" 1 said to them, "should I take
off that fir- -t sheet from the board, all of you
would not draw enough money to pny the rent
nt the theatre and gas, nntwllhulandlng your
HUccei". And by this time you ought know It,
for the reason that when jnusing with I'arepa
the house l crowded, and when you sing with
Koo Hcrtce the house Is half emptv. This
should convince you that I'arepa draws the
crowds, and no one of you. Now think over It,
and laugh as much as you wish."

That settled thrm.
During the season In San Francisco there was

an incident almost similar which is worth tell-
ing. My treasurer, Dlttman, one day told ms
that Carrcno and bauret were not pleased at
hearing so much about Dr Murska, as they both
received as much applause as De Murska. AndImustsay thai they were greatly appreciated
by the public In thrlr line as assistants. On
hearing that I laughed loud, and In an Instant I
thought to gie them a good lesson, as I did to
Castle and Campbell. 1 called on them, and I
said: "My dear friends, do you know that you
have made such a success that a great many
people and musicians would llko very much to
hear both of you In a plannand violin recital?
I will star you If you wish lo give a recital on
Thursday, a week from now. so ynu will have a
big advertisement for seven days."

"Just what we want," they said, "so that you
will see what we can lo."

"AH right,"! replied, w I will
you." v

bo I did. andadveTtlsed the sale of tickets for
the Tuesday following, at popular prices, tnglto
a chance to thousands of people that the twn
successful plaera tbnught would go en masso
to listen tn tbelr fine playing. On Tues-
day, the first day of the sale, seventeen
seats were sold, and I told Dittman to mnrk
on the diagram twenty seats for the press and
sixty more, so that on the day after It would
make a good show tn encourage the peiiple to
buy. Before the sale opened I marked sixty
more eais, but the trick did) not help tho sale,
as only fifteen seats more were sold on Wednes-
day. I did that so a not to frighten baurct. who
nsed fo go to Sherman & Co.'s music store lo see
how many seats were sold. Aa I wanted them
to play so that they could see how many people
they would draw to listen to their recital, on
Thursday I marked one hundred scale more.

Hut my dodge did not work on my twn (would-be- !stars. No doubt they smelted rats, aa Is
commonlv said, for about 11 o'clock Sauret
came to the store, and before he saw me he bad
taken a look at the diagram." Oh. mon ehtr nmll De Vivo," he exclaimed."I am so sorry that I have such pain In my
wrist as to be unable to play at the. recital."

"All right," I said, "and I am so glad, foryour own sake, nut lo give It, ns yon would piny
to empty benches, because only thirtv-tw- o seats
are sold. The other seats marked are mere

tools to call the birds to the snare. Are you
now persuaded that De Murska Is the sensation
who draws the crowds, and no other artist In
the compnr y, notwithstanding the success ynu
hae tnailoand Ihu encores sou hare received 7
Wennowiky, the king nf pianists, came here
two years ago with a good company and created
n furore, but did not draw enough money to pny
the local expense, and lost on nts tour about
Sn.OOO. After hlro, bow conld yon expect to
draw a single good noose 7 I knew It, and I did
this to satisfy your ambition, and at the same
time to give, you a good Ics-o- This recital cost
me gr.5 for advertisements."

This settled them two.
During tbe season I was thinking where to go

nfter San Francisco, as my contract was for
Mexico. Havana, and South America, and hap-
pily, nu Mny --'0, I rccelrcil a visit from Mr.
Williams, an Englishman, who had come from
A ustralla as ncent or M me. Uoddard, the famous
English pianist. He said: "Mr. De Vlin. I am
Informed that jon area prominent manager In
this country, nr.d I wish that sou would take
the management of Mme. (ioddard. You know,
the eminent pianist just arrived from Aus-
tralia nfter a series of trlnmphs. We have
plasrd thero to the average of 000 per concert,
at i."0 a seat."

"Dear Mr. Wllllam,"I replied. "I am very
sorry lo refuse your oifcr. for tho reason that I
hase a contract of twn sears with DoMurska;
but 1 will bo glad tn glto you a letter of Intro-
duction to Mr. Max btrako'ch. a most prninl-ne-

Itiipressnrin.wtin has engaged Mme. Tltiens
for next season, Hnd nndmibt he will engage her
as the pianist nf the Tltiens roncert trnupe."

And lie did sn. Mr. Williams thanked me very
much, mid said: "De Murska has been a great
aijrce in Lnndnn, nnd tho people of the Eng-
lish colonies, through the papers, knnw her. If
ynu nrlng her to Australia you will do a big
business."

And with a good-b- y he departed. After he
left I thought for an hour over his suggnstlon
nnd said tn myself: " If a pianist had 100 per
concert, De Murska, the greatest songstress, I
am sure, that iliey eer found there, will draw
more than .Mme. Gnddurd. I shall go there."

And I went lo seo De Murska. I told her
what Mr. Williams had told me. and asked
her If she wanted tn go In Australia. She an-
swered: ".llo rarfMlmo De Vivo, I shall go
wherever jou toko me."

This happened theday before the boat left for
Sandwich Islands and Australia. I think It was
May till. As I Intended In lease on the
next atenmer. June SI. I wrote first tn King
Knlakaua, whom I had hnd the pleasure to
know here at the opera at the Academy of
Music. Aa ho cnuld not attend a De Murska
concert, he had said tn me that If ever I should
comei to the Islands to write, him a month be-
fore, and ho wnuld give Do Murska a grand re-
ception. I wrote a letter tn Slguor Ulorza, a

n muslo teacher there, who was at
that time In Australia, and also to the
famous basso Suslnr. advising them of
my coming with lima do Murska by
tbe June steamer, und enclosed them
n short advertisement and some notices.
I arrived at the steamer about ten minutes be-
fore she left, but In time tn mall tbe letters.
Tho day after I asked Carrenu and Sauret If
they would go with me lo Australia, They re-
fused, but later haurel told mo that he would
go. Ilia wife was not well enough to undrrtaka
n sea voyago of twenty-eigh- t days or a month.
1 engaged him at $000 per month. 1 did not In-

tend tn lake with me mure than Sauret and
Charles E. I'rntt. accompanist, and thought I
would ongnge the other artists In Australia,

A week or ten days before the departure of
the steamer Sauret told mo that be would not
go, because his wife was nut well, and she did
not want him In go, I released him and en-
gaged Olummona n solo flutist nt $76 a week.

Mme. Carreno and Sauret promised tne to play
fnrnbenollt given to the wlfoof Dan Hrsanu
nnd for my benefit on June V0. For reasons that
I did not care to Unci out they failed tn appear
in bolh concern.

It was In the middle of Juno that the preaoh-In- g

nf the witch doctors that the rinderpest, the
locusts, and the scarcity of crops were owing to
the whites led up to the rising of the Mashonas
under the leadership of a few Matabele. When
the whites were driven from Ihu land then all
these evils would go; and so tho word went
round to exterminate the whites. But we In
Salisbury promptly sot Into laager that Is, the
gaol was fortified and outworked with sand-
bags and barbed wire, bevond which picket
were established, two narrow entrance being
loft for the picket to fall back Into In
cai of attack. The barbed wire I put
low on the ground Just to catoh the
shins, and cover a space of about twenty feet,
and to Is pretty effectual against a rush of sav-
ages, but awkward for the pickets If ther do
nqt hit the narrow entrances. They are likely
to be shot by their friends In the laager. If tn
the rush they escaped the onslaught of the nig-
gers. Hut all have bad to go Into laager at night,
atO P. M.. and leave again ntH A. M.; women
at U. All thu business stores are closed, but the
bank open two hours a day: so the bank clerks
live, the pen In one hand, In tho
other. At first there was no cover in the laa-
ger: we stent on the ground, clothes and boots
on, ont with sorao blankets, ready to man the
walls at an tnstnnt. Sometimes some of the
natives would try to steal nut of laager, and
would get fired on by the pickets, and their shot
called every one to the walls I ha trlce.l'wo spies
were shot, but an awful muddle was madouf it.

Five spies were caught, tried, and condemned
tn be. shot, but Judge Vincent, Commander-Oenera- l,

ordered them not to be shot untll-lh-

morning, so they were ankled together and t ed
lo a noli In the native laager. About 2 In the
morning one nf the outside pickets saw a native
running and challenged him. but he ran on, so
the picket fired. Then he saw two others run-
ning, und thu next picket fired rtln, and the
whole town was in arms at the shots.- - Soon
all was quiet: but In the morning, when
they went to look for the five antes, they found
the pole dug Up out of the earth and the spies
Rune. Moral: In native warfare, never put off
till thoe sou can tboot

HESCL'E or Tilt: JESUITS.
Two of the most exciting Incidents of this

siege has e been the rescue of tho Mazne people
nud the Jesuit father'. The settlement of the
fathers la about fifteen miles out. where for
four years they have been teaching and trying
to do good around them. But ther had to ftVo
and fight before the very natives sshoie kraals
were In their estate. One nt the fathers said
when their place wa-- attacked that bo saw men
whom he hail learned to look upon as his
friends, and had hoped wero converted, try-
ing like devils lo take their lives.

The tiatlivs h.id hrnwn tries across the roads
leading to tho settlement, to prevent the fathers
getting into Salisbury; but tho Jesuits, deter-
mined to defend their settlement, forliUed the
upper rooms with sandbags, organized pickets,
and waited, and after an attempt of unit of the
brothers to gel Into Sallsburs'. the natli es closed
round, and trom the outhouses fired upon tho
improvised fort. The action of the fathers
saved not only themselves, but a patrol that had
esia)ed to rescue Mr. Ituplng, In Maloko's dis-
trict.

in alter passing thtough some sharp tiring. In
wnlcli one of the guldrs of the patriil. Mr.
Stevens, was killed. Kumurs of impending
attack on the town were constant. At tho
new moon a big attack was to be made, but
the new moon came and not the niggers; they
evidently forgot to keep their appointment.
The witch loctors hate told the natives the
svhile men's gun,vlll only firewater, but some
of them hare found that water hits hard. The
natives pitched on tbe best possible tlmo for a
rMrig for us. and I rather wonder at It. as they
are pretty cute. We have bad a lot of fever In
camp as It Is,, hut nothing to what It would
base been In the wet season, and the native
knows how the fever knock over the white.

XIAZOE.

Therescne of tbe Mnzoo settler, brought out
the Intense heroism of some of our people, and
tsro men's names should ever be remembered,
for they gave their lives for their lelluws. The
Mazoe district Is about twenty-on- e miles from
Salisbury, aud word was brought In for a wag-
onette to be sent nut for the women fnlk, so
two men with a small wagon und four mules
went out tn bring In the ladles. 1 hey got out to
Mazoe to And the whites entrenched in a kopje,
n 1th niggers ail round on 11. hills trying to pot
them. So they determined to try and act through
back to Sallsburs'. and made a start tn spite of a
wire from Salisbury, telling them to keep to-
gether, lor the telegraph was still working, and
one of the men who had gononut was Mr. Blak-Isto- u.

of the telegraph department. Six
men started to get through with fourteen
Mashnna carriers and a donkey cart: but they
were soon attacked, the natives lying hid In the
long griu-s- . The carriers threw down their
loitds and fled, and the rebels' shots killei Mr.
Cas. The. rial got into the donkey cart and
turned to get baik to tho laager, wnen one of
thedonkejs was shot. Mr. Ford was killed, but
tbe rest got back In time lo meet the women In
thu wagonette and the remainder of the men
coming on. All now turned back to the laager
nnd reached it through a heavy fire from tho
natives. They then got the women under
cover of the rocks, and feeling all must be. mur-
dered It they sta)ed there waiting for the sav-
ages to cloo tn, Mr. Hlaltlstnn filtered tn gu to
the telegraph ofllce through tho fire If Mr.
Routledg would go with him and wire to Salis-
bury for relief. It wan almost certain death, but
the twn men stnrted. reached the ortice. and we
In Salishuty had thu message, "We are sur-
rounded. Send us help. This Isnurotily chance.
Oubd-b)-.- " Hut they never got back to tho laager;
they were shot dead within sight of It.

Tito wiro toM us of the danger, nnd volun-
teers wero called for, and six went out in the
afternoon. One of the stx men rode back ask-
ing fur more hrlp; the first six would meet It at
Hampden, and another six volunteered nnd
started on" at. 11 1 M.. armed with

nnd seventy rounds, but with no rations.
Horses it was illlncult to get beond a walk. At
tl A. M. the halting place of tho first patrol waa
reached: horses were not nr wa-
tered, but nt :i tho whole party rode on uutil
nearly 7. when It was found the) were on
the wrong track, and the company bud
to double back. Then one of the
horses fell down dying, and another
could not carry It rider. One man fell
sick, and another war told off to guard and
bring or) these men on foot: but bo noil an at-
tack of fever, and eo these four svere oi tiered to
got back to Snllsbur)'. while the rest made their
way nn, reaching the tieleagured settlers Just a
a rush was about to be made on the laager, after
a desperate running light through some tall
grass, when the native tire killed twohorsssaud
wounded one man, so tbat the horses' had to
carry duuble,

lllllNr.INIJ THESt HOME.
On reaching the laager tho party wa still not

considered strong enough to get the women
through the swarming enemy that tilled the
hills, and u C'apu boy was persuaded to risk a
run tn to bring nut a Maxim gun or
more help. He luckily met a patrol of thirteen
under lusprctnr Nesbltt. w ho came, to tho aid of
the laager, and then, after a rest, two sheets of
Iron were rigged up on the wagonette, tho
women got inside, and with advance and rear
guard of foot und horse, twenty. seyen men In
all, tbe purty started. Ofttlmes a halt had to
bo called to fire volleys Into the enemy
that swarmed In tho zras and on tbe hills.
One man was killed and two horeisliot. The
enemy had Martini. Henrys. nnd
old'tlmo muzzlo loaders. One of the party, is
Mr. 1'ascnc cot on the roof of the wagonette
nndllnd oirthe enemy, and the women served
out tho ammunition. Fur ther on two more men
wero killed und two wounded, and two of the
horses pulling the tvngonette svere killed. As
they beared the Owebl Drift the advance guard
rode ahead and started a tremendous cheering;
thoiv behind and In the.svagon took It up. The
ruse succeeded; the. enemy thought more help
was at band, and from here Into Salisbury no
attack was tumle, but twn of thu three ladle
were widows, and soroo of the bravest nf our
wen wuro shot, riving up their lives for others.

From such incidents the life we havu been
leading may be Imagined; aluzens of similar
stories might be told of heroic dsrds of daring
nnd heroism. In Salisbury we
have had more alarms than lighting, but wo
have run the risk of starving; and now the
danger of getting shot Is over svearo living on
"hard taik." It Is like being una badly found
hip, and unless we can get a big quantity of

food In before November sve shall still be nn
short rations, a the wet season will entirely
stop transport. Trices are awful. A small loaf

Stationery has taken an astonishing depart-
ure. The newest paper should take well with
lovers. It Is of a color capalilo of reflecting tho
most ardent passions that ever mortal man or
maid endu'ed. There Is no name for tho
color, because It Is entirely new. Crimson
and carmlno nnd scarlet appear pals lit com-
parison. It Is a disputed qucstbn whether
fashionable peoplo will use the new paper. Ons
thing Is certain; somobody has taken to tt,
and most kindly, for roams of It nre sold.

"What else new havo you In stationery?"
aiked a customer In a stntlnnory store, who
had pushed n snmplo of tho paper to one side.

"The next newest thing Is tho Delft paper."
was tne reply. "It Is Imported, nnd retails
at $1.23 a box, and there Isn't much In n box,
either. You see. It Is octavo slzo, puro white,
and has tho windmills ami svnter scenes of
Holland stamped on It tn the genulno Delft
blue. Then sve have tats very dark gray and
blue paper, with an extremely narrow edgo of
white that looks like enamel. The envelopes
are of a very curious shnne, with tho flap run-
ning from one narrow edgo to tho other.
That style Is copied from tho French. Wo-
men do Ukj colored papers. Most of thcra
tiso the' very delicate shades, hut many of
them like the glaring blues, greens, and pinks."

"I'eople of good taste do not take up fads In
stationery," said tbe head of the stationery
department In another store very emphati-
cally, "A well-bre- d woman's paper bo:omes
a part of herself, and this extreme style may
come In and that go out, but sb sticks to tho
same paper. The billet and octavo sizes are
most popular, though a great sheet that folds
twice and Is thrust into a green envelope has
been rapidly gaining favor recently. I can
rcadllv account for that. The latest wedding
Invitations are a very large square, leaving n
wide margin around the cngrnvlng, and fold-ln- g

so as to fit an Immenso oblong envelope,
and so writing paper of similar dimensions
has grown popular for correspondence. Amer-
ica leads the world In th? nrt nf engraving,
and while I, Is now considered good form hero
to use tho Kngllsh form of bidding guests to a
wedding, our lnvltatbns aro much more ele-
gant than those tin the other side. It Is quite
a bread, of etiquette for Mr. and Mn. So nnd
So not 'to request tho honor of their guests
presence, nnd a greater breach still not to spell
lienor ssitn a "u.'

"Hut to get back to stationery," con-
tinued this authority, "there is something
new In monograms. It Is now the correctthing to .iase tho inonngrnm stamped In the
contra of a round, oal, nr diamond-shape- d

device. Tho circle Is the most popular, nnd
this work In Ink has been brought to such per-
fection that It looks almost like enamelling on
gold. The extremely small letters aru most
fashionable, the dlo lwlng considerably smaller
than a silver ten-ce- piece. If the background
Is of white Ink the lettering is in gold, siller,
or delicately colored Ink, such as pink, blue,
lilac, or green: but If tho background Is silver
or gold, only colored letters are used. The
proper pta;o far the monogram Is In the, centre
nf the paper, luffclently far from 'he top to
lras-- a marutn that looks well. Some women
will base it In tho left corner, howescr. Mono-
gram aro vjry popular, liccauso they giro an
Indtsiduallty to one's .laper.

"Street addresses are stamped on paper tn
dark blue, dark red. and bmwn. blue having
the preference. Mock letters nre considered
the best form for this. All fashionable peo-
ple base, tho stationers' for their country placos
stamped with the address In the usual pb.ee.
and In tho extreme left-han- d corner In very
small block letters Die railroad and telegraph
station nnd telephone cell. This la qulto n,
labor-savi- scheme. The American women
show excellent tas'.o In their choice of station-
ers'. Occiislontlly they may tnk- - up some
freak paper or Invitations, and thero are

omo cranks to glin rpecl.il orders for
freak things, but as a rule tbev are sensible
tn this mutter, ns in most others.

"Our North American tr.tdo Is qul'o dif-
ferent from our South American, and from
that we did In Cuba before, the prctent ssar.
Tho people nf thnw countries are devoted tn
vers- - highly colored, glaring stationery, nnd
like their monozrama stumped In many colors
In letters snrylng from one to three Inches inlength, O' coure. this !iere-iat- paper
of ttne-mt- un sire. They svnutd lie carried away
svlth the new red p.iD"r. but ss hat American wo-
man of tate would In- - guilty of ending out a
note written on that hideous psrehmentr"

The lat-- st thtntr In londnn in tbe way of
stationery is a sheet of paper with the corner
turned dosvn and held In place by a colored
seal or wafer, sshlch dlsnlavs the Christian
same or monogram. These d cs Ices give oppor-
tunity nf i sine many dalnts colors, and nre
also placed nn the side nnd In the middle or
letU'r piper. Thry nnpenr to be supended
by gold cord, or to Iks tuirdered by a w reath of
laurel lenses Ihe envelopes are stamped to
referable a e.iI on the of the (lap, bear-
ing the writer's Initial nr crest, preferably tbe
latter. Decorated envelopes are considered
bad form In America.

ductor and composer, were published about
four or II vo weeks ago In London. The book
was edited by the HaroncssZedlltz, who de-

scribes thus Ard Ill's experience svhen, at the
ace of 1'--'. ha ssas put forward by his father to
lend n small orchestra:

"Helni n very llttlo fellow, ho always had a
stool put nn his chair In order to raise htm
abose tho other musicians. At the age nf 13
(1834) yottnc Ardltl was allowed to occupy a
spaco In the well of tbe orchestra at the theatre
In Crescentlno. 'Arlstodemus' was
being performed, and tho youthful violinist,
as usual, occupied hit "pracilcuble" compound
seat In the orchestra. Suddenly a loud noise
was heard among the musUlans, the pleco
stopped for a foiv so onds, audlenco and actors
nllke advanced toward the footlights In order
to ascertain tho causa of tho unexpected dis-
turbance, svhen a llttlo shamefaced boy. w hoso
dark ejes ssero suffused svlth tears, w a picked
